The supervisors voted 11 to 3 in 
support of present officials of the 
sanatorium. 

The grand jurors in urging the 
inquiry be continued — at the ex- 
pense of the 14 counties instead of 
Placer county alone—recommended | 
employment of seven additional 
nurses, limiting outside clinic visits 
of the medical superintendent, more 
frequent examinations by the coun- 
ties’ central committee, and ap- 
pointment of a committee of nurses | 
to receive complaints of personnel ! 
at the institution.

California’s old age pensioners | 
may sell or transfer their real prop- | 
erty without reimbursing the coun- ! 
ties for security benefits under a! 
ruling delivered to District Attorney | 
Lowell L. Sparks of Placer County 
by Attorney General Earl Warren. 


The state welfare and institutions 
code permits the counties to re- 
quire an agreement from old age. 
security recipients that the latter | 
will not transfer or encumber their | 
real property without the consent | 
of the county supervisors. Pensioners 
are permitted to own a maximum of 
$3,000 in such property. 

Warren said the pensioners may 
dispose of their property, however, | 
with the consent of the state social | 
welfare department and the super- 
visors. 

The attorney general also ruled 
counties may force resales of prop- 
erty disposed of by pensioners with- 
out the consent of the supervisors 
and declared such disposition “for 
an inadequate consideration might 
well be considered a fraud on the 
county and state.
